These  rates  have  been  calculated  on  the  estimated  resident 
population  supplied  to  me  for  the  mid-year  1938  by  the  Registrar 
General. 

The  Corrected  Death  Rate  (7.7)  is  obtained  by  multiplying  the 
uncorrected  rate  by  the  factor  of  correction  for  South  wick,  viz., 
0.83.  The  corrected  death  rate  represents  what  the  death  rate  for 
Southwick  would  be  if  the  population  contained  proportionately  the 
same  number  of  males  and  females  in  each  of  the  age  groups  as 
enumeration  in  1931  census  revealed  in  England  and  Wales  as  a 
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whole.  The  factor  of  correction  being  less  than  1,  indicates  that 
the  population  of  South  wick  consists  of  a  larger  proportion  of  people 
at  the  ages  at  which  death  is  more  hkely  to  occur  than  does  the 
population  of  England  and  Wales  as  a  whole. 

The  various  mortality  rates  of  the  district  during  the  past 
year  as  compared  with  the  corresponding  rates  for  England  and 
Wales  and  the  urban  and  rural  districts  of  West  Sussex  are  shown 
in  a  comparative  table  on  page  4.

Southwick  is  a  small  urban  area  on  the  south  coast,  situated 
four  miles  west  of  Brighton. 

The  eastern  arm  of  Shoreham  Harbour,  known  locally  as 
“  The  Canal,”  flowing  eastwards,  forms  the  southern  boundary 
of  the  district.  On  the  strip  of  land  south  of  the  Canal  are  situated 
the  Electricity  Works  of  the  Brighton  Corporation  and  the  Works 
of  the  Brighton  Gas  Company.  The  sheltered  water  of  the  Canal 
is  used  as  a  harbour  by  sundry  private  yachts. 

Fishing,  Agriculture,  a  Dye  Works,  the  Gas  and  Electricity 
undertakings  referred  to  above  and  retail  shop-keeping  provide 
occupation  for  the  majority  of  the  inhabitants.

Professional  Nursing  in  the  Home. 

(a)  General. 

There  is  a  local  district  Nursing  Committee  affiliated  to  the 
West  Sussex  County  Nursing  Association  who  employ  three  district 
nurses,  tw^o  of  whom  practise  as  midwives  as  well  as  doing  general 
work. 

(5)  For  Infectious  Diseases. 

The  South  wick  U.D.C.  pay  an  annual  fee  of  £100  to  the  Local 
Nursing  Committee  in  return  for  which  the  Committee  undertake 
that  all  cases  of  Measles,  German  Measles  and  Pneumonia  occurring 
in  the  district  shah  be  nursed  by  one  of  their  nurses. 
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Grants  are  made  by  the  County  Council  to  the  West  Sussex 
Nursing  Association  for  various  nursing  services,  including  Child 
Welfare  work,  School  Nurse’s  work,  and  towards  providing  nurses 
to  act  as  midwives.  As  a  result  the  local  district  nurses  manage 
the  Infant  Welfare  Centre,  do  all  the  visiting  in  connection  with  the 
Notification  of  Births  Act,  the  following-up  of  defective  School 
Children,  and  the  home  visiting  of  Tuberculosis  cases. 

Midwives. 

There  are  four  midwives  practising  in  the  district ;  two  are 
district  nurse  midwives,  the  other  two  practise  privately,  one  of 
whom  resides  in  an  adjoining  sanitary  district. 

Clinics  and  Treatment  Centres.  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare. 

A  centre  is  held  every  Tuesday  afternoon  in  the  Town  Hall 
at  2.30  under  the  County  Council  Child  Welfare  Scheme,  the  local 
district  nurses  being  in  charge  of  it,  and  one  of  the  local  Medical 
Practitioners  being  in  attendance  once  a  fortnight. 

Day  Nurseries. 

There  is  no  day  nursery  in  the  district. 

School  Clinics. 

No  Minor  Ailment  Clinic  is  held  in  the  district  but  children 
attending  Southwick  Schools  miay  be  sent  to  the  Shoreham-by-Sea 
Minor  Ailment  Clinic  held  on  Monday  and  Friday  afternoons  at 
Ham  Road  School.  As  from  October  4th,  1937,  children  from 
Southwick  Schools  have  attended  at  the  new  Health  Centre,  Middle 
Road,  Shoreham,  for  dental  treatment. 

Children  suffering  from  defective  vision  are  treated  by  appoint¬ 
ment  at  an  eye  clinic  held  at  the  Worthing  Hospital,  and  those 
suffering  from  enlarged  tonsils  and  adenoids,  at  the  Brighton 
Throat  and  Ear  Hospital  under  arrangements  made  by  the  West 
•Sussex  County  Education  Committee. 

Ear  Clinics  are  held  at  the  Sussex  Throat  and  Ear  Hospital, 
Brighton,  from  time  to  time  and  appointments  are  made  for 
children  suffering  from  ear  disease  to  attend. 

Orthopaedic  Clinic 

An  Orthopaedic  Clinic  is  held  periodically  at  Ham  Road  School, 
Shoreham-by-Sea,  to  which  Southwick  school  children  are  taken  by 
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appointment  for  treatment  of  crippling  defects.  The  Orthopaedic 
Nurse  supervises  children  who  have  been  prescribed  exercises 
at  these  Clinics. 


Tuberculosis. 

The  West  Sussex  County  Council’s  Tuberculosis  Clinic,  held 
at  the  Worthing  Hospital  every  Monday  at  10.30  a.m.,  is  available 
to  the  residents  of  Southwick.  Appointments  for  first  attendance 
should  be  made  through  the  County  Medical  Officer,  County 
HaU,  Chichester. 

Venereal  Disease  Clinics. 

The  West  Sussex  County  Council’s  arrangements  for  Venereal 
Clinics  are  as  follows  and  are  available  to  the  residents  of  South¬ 
wick  : — Worthing  Hospital  Wednesdays  (women  3 — 4,  men  4 — 5) 
and  Fridays  (women  5 — 6,  men  6 — 7);  or  at  the  Royal  Portsmouth 
Hospital,  for  men  on  Tuesdays  and  Thursdays,  10 — 12  noon,  and 
5 — 7,  Wednesdays  at  4  ;  and  for  women  on  Mondays,  3.30 — 5.30, 
Wednesdays  2 — 4,  Fridays  10 — 12. 

Venereal  Clinics  held  at  the  County  Hospital,  Brighton,  are 
also  available.

Beds  are  also  retained  at  the  Lord  Mayor  Treloar 
Hospital  and  College,  Alton,  Hants,  and  at  the  Royal  Sea  Bathing 
Hospital,  Margate. 
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2.  — Maternity.

(2)  The  East  Sussex  County  Council  for  the  reception  of  normal 

cases  at  Southlands  Hospital,  Shoreham-by-Sea,  when 
home  circumstances  are  unsatisfactory. 

(3)  The  Worthing  Hospital  for  the  reception  of  abnormal  and 

other  cases  in  the  Maternity  Home. 

(4)  The  Brighton  Corporation  for  the  reception  of  cases  of 

Puerperal  Pyrexia  and  Puerperal  Fever. 

3.  — Children. 

The  West  Sussex  County  Council  have  an  agreement  v/ith 
the  Royal  Alexandra  Hospital  for  Sick  Children,  Brighton,  whereby 
two  cots  are  reserved  for  the  admission  of  children  under  one  year 
requiring  in-patient  treatment. 

4.  — Fe\er. 

The  Southwick  Urban  District  Council  have  an  arrangement 
with  the  Hove  Corporation  for  the  admission  of  cases  of  infectious 
disease  into  the  Hove  Isolation  Hospital  at  Hangleton  (about 
two  miles  from  Southwick).  Four  beds  are  retained  at  an  annual 
fee  of  £5  per  bed,  and  £2  9s.  Od.  per  week  is  paid  when  a  bed  is 
occupied.  Ambulance  charge  is  at  the  rate  of  ninepence  per  mile. 

5.  — Smallpox. 

The  County  Council  have  made  provision  for  the  isolation 
of  cases  of  Smallpox  at  the  Brighton  Smallpox  Hospital,  at  Fulking.

Assistance  Committee,  for  unmarried  mothers,  illegitimate  infants 
and  liomeless  children — None. 

Ambulance  Facilities. 

{a)  Infectious  Cases.  As  infectious  patients  are  removed 
to  the  Hove  Isolation  Hospital  the  Hove  Authority’s  Ambulance 
comes  from  the  Plospital  to  remove  them. 
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{b)  Non-Infectious  and  Accident  Cases.  The  Police 
Ambulance  or  one  provided  by  the  Public  Assistance  Committee 
from  their  Institution  remove  these  patients. 

If  at  any  time  the  Police  Ambulance  is  not  available,  the  Police 
Ambulance  of  the  Worthing  Petty  Sessional  Division  is  called  upon.

Five  Council  houses  and  fourteen  non-Council  houses  were 
found  to  be  infested  with  bed  bugs  and  disinfested  by  the  Council 
by  the  use  of  sulphur  dioxide  and  Zaldecide.  No  house  has  been 
disinfested  by  hydrogen  cyanide.  The  furniture  of  prospective 
tenants  of  Council  houses  is  inspected  by  the  Sanitary  Inspector 
and  disinfested  if  necessary.
